Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Claim 1 as amended stilt reads on AAPA. Contrary to the applicant's arguments the "bottom 
surface" of the switch case was not defined. Examiner would like to reiterate that the bottom surface of the case may be any surface, 
depending on the orientation of the device. Examiner suggests to define positioning of the components of the switch in relation to the 
horizontal or vertical planes, or to define bottom surface in relation to the horizontal or vertical planes. The horizontal and vertical planes 
do not dependent on the orientation of the device and, therefore would better distinguish the scope of the claim from the art of record. 
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
